REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


FOR 


LEE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT. 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  I,  1889. 


In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  public  statutes. 
the  school  Vjoai'd  take  pleasure  in  transmitting  their  third  annual 
report.  The  first  subject  to  which  we  turn  our  attention  is  that 
m  regard  to  the  condition  of  our  school  houses,  for  therein  lies 
the  greatest  hindrance  to  complete  success  in  the  conduct  of  our 
schools.  We  do  not  for  a  moment  presume  to  present  for  your 
consideration  any  new  truths  when  we  speak  of  this  all-important 
subject.  You  are  all  aware  of  the  facts  in  regard  to  it.  You  are 
also  aware  that  three  of  the  five  school  rooms  which  we  have 
been  forced  to  use  for  school  purposes  the  last  year  are  totally 
unfit  for  the  business  for  which  thc}^  have  been  used. 

Our  efforts  then  in  the  presentation  of  this  subject  at  this 
lime  are  made  in  the  hope  that  new  light  may  be  thrown  on  it, 
and  in  order  to  do  this  we  (;an  do  no  better  than  quote  the  follow- 
ing from  the  "Sanitary  Volunteer '^  "In  the  light  of  modern 
sanitary  knowledge,  the  re(iuii-ement.s  of  a  healthy  school  house 
are  definitely  known  ;  and  this  fact  has  placed  a  weighty  ami 
sacred  duty  upon  every  board  of  education.  No  office  within 
the  gift  of  the  town  carries  with  it  such  a  burden  of  responsi- 
bility.    Within  its  supervising  province  rests  to  a  very  large  ex- 
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tent  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  welfare  of  our  children. 
There  are  in  this  state  over  62,000  school  children,  instructed  by 
a  corps  of  hard  and  earnest  working  teachers  numbering  over 
3,000.  For  all  these  there  should  be  provided  school  rooms  with 
every  essential  to  health.  The  unventilated,  overheated  boxes, 
from  which  the  pupils  are  dismissed  at  noon  and  night  with 
flushed  faces,  headaches  and  blood  charged  with  noxious  products 
of  waste  tissue  from  insufficient  ventilation,  and  the  teacher 
listless  and  exhausted,  are  no  longer  consistent  with  the  spirit  of 
progress  and  should  be  abaniioned  or  reconstructed.''  Now  no 
one  will  attempt  to  deny  the  truthfulness  of  the  above,  still  we 
persist  in  following  the  same  old  rut.  We  know  that  a  healthy 
body  and  a  sound  mind  are  really  essential  to  our  complete  de- 
velopment, and  why  should  we  still  continue  sending  our  children 
(for  whom  we  have  a  solicitude  second  to  nothing  else  on  earth) 
to  school-houses  most  admirably  fitted  in  every  way  to  impair  the 
vital  forces  and  invite  disease?  Let  us  then  see  to  it  that  we 
make  our  school  rooms  as  pleasant  and  comfortable  as  possible. 

APPARATUS. 
You  need  not  be  told  that  the  supply  of  illustrative  apparatus 
in  our  school-rooms  is  very  inadequate.  There  are  no  books  of 
reference  found  in  them,  no  outline  maps,  but  one  globe,  and  the 
blackboards  are  generally  of  a  cheap  order.  A  good  teacher 
finds  a  suitable  blackboard  an  hourly  necessity.  Once  more  the 
Board  asks  your  aid  to  bridge  over  this  difficulty. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  textbooks  now  in  use  in  our  district  (some  of  them)  are 
getting  rather  antiquated,  having  been  It^ng  in  use  here,  more  es- 
pecially the  Grammar  and  Arithmetic.  The  Board  is  of  opinion 
that  a  change  of  those  in  the  near  future  would  be  accompanied 
with  beneficial  results. 

IRREGULAR  ATTENDANCE. 

Irregularity  in  attendance  is  a  serious  evil  in  some  of  oui' 
schools.  A  scholar  who  is  inconsistent  at  school  cannot  sustain 
his  standing  in  his  class,  and  as  he  finds  himself  gradually  fall- 
ing behind  his  classmates  he  becomes  dis(^ouraged,  careless  and 
indifferent,  slackens  his  effort  and  finally  slides  down  to  the  foot 
of  his  class,  or  verv  likelv  out  of  school  altogether.     Not  unlikely 
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the  blame  is  laid  upon  the  teacher  and  the  management  of  the 
school,  charging  his  failure  to  these  rather  than  to  the  true  cause. 
Now  the  remedy  lies  almost  invariably  with  parents.  Irregular- 
ity of  attendance,  and  not  non-attendance,  is  a  most  formidable 
obstacle.  We  do  not  intend  to  be  unjust,  but  it  not  unfrequently 
seems  as  though  the  school  was  made  secondary  to  every  thino- 
else.  If  an  errand  must  be  done,  no  matter  of  how  little  impor- 
tance it  may  be,  the  school  must  give  place  to  it.  If  there  is  a 
demonstration  of  any  kind  happens,  no  mattarof  how  little  import, 
the  school  must  suffer.  "  The  distance  we  have  to  go  "  is  often 
urged  as  a  reasonable  excuse  for  not  being  on  hand.  '  In  re{)ly  to 
the  last  excuse,  will  say  that  we  have  seen  the  statement  that  in 
Sweden  seventy  thousand  children  travel  daily  over  two  miles  to 
school  and  twenty  thousand  over  f(nu-  miles,  yet  the  attendance  is 
regular  and  97  per  cent  of  the  children  are  receiving  school  in- 
sti-uction.  A  Swede  who  cannot  write  his  name  and  read  his  own 
language  with  ease  is  seldom  found. 

teachp:rs. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Board  that  there  is  no  class  of  service 
in  which  workmen  have  exhibited  more  fidelity  to  their  employ- 
ers, more  interest  in  their  especial  duties,  or  more  self-denial  in 
their  habits  of  application,  than  the  corps  of  teachers  employed 
during  the  last  year.  It  is  absolutely  essential  in  all  departments 
of  business  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  results  that  those  employed 
to  carry  on  the  work  should  possess  honesty  of  purpose  as  well  as 
capacity,  a  will  to  work  as  well  as  to  know  how  to  do  it,  and  the 
folly  of  pretending  to  fill  the  office  of  public  teacher  in  this  most 
important  of  all  public  teaching,  the  common  school,  with  but  one 
or  neither  of  these  qualifications  has  been  exemplified  in  far  too 
many  cases;  and  we  believe  we  may  well  feel  a  quiet  satisfaction, 
inasmuch  as  we  feel  that  we  have  in  a  great  degree  escaped  the 
afflictions  enumerated  above.  To  say  that  their  work  has  been  un- 
questionably well  done,  or  that  they  have  been  remarkably  suc- 
cessful, is  simply  true,  but  does  not  necessarily  imply  that  no  mis- 
takes have  been  made,  only  that  by  dint  of  better  fitness  and  a 
stronger  will  the  mistakes  (even  though  the  many  hindrances 
heretofore  enumerated  really  exist)  are  less  frequent  and  the 
errors  less  frequent  than  might  be  expected  under  other  circum- 
stances.
